Such picking is not 
desirable, but it simply demonstrates how 
extremely active and skillful some pickers 
may become by constant practice. It may 
be said that a good, fair day’s work should 
average eighteen to twenty barrels; this 
means, with good picking, that the fruit 
should be carefally picked and placed in 
the basket, and emptied into barrels in 
such a manner as to prevent bruising. 
Apples should never be handled but 
twice, once from the tree and again from 
the sorting table. When the sorting and

first class among fruit which average either 
very muoh larger or very much smaller. 
In other words, there is a great difference 
between a perfect specimen and a first-class 
package. 


THE MARKET. 


Usually it is better for a grower tosell 
his fruit before it is packed and let the 
buyer do the packing or direct the same, 
according to his ideas; in that way much 
dissatisfaction and many misunderstand- 
ings are avoided. Perhaps it will answer 
all requirements to define first-class fruit as 
such as are free from bruises and injuries 
and all insect and fungus blemishes, are 
fully characteristic of the variety, and are 
in that stage of maturity which the mar- 
ket demands at the time of their exposure 
for sale. It should be especially impressed 
upon the grower and packer that uniform- 
ity in size is quite as important to a pack- 
age of fruit as excellence in the individual 
specimen, and it is a question if in the near 
future we do not find apples graded for size 
as well as peaches and oranges. This work 
must be done by hand, for high quality 
apples which come through the grades ap- 
parently without blemish usually show 
discolored spots in a few days. 

It is evident that if fruit is sorted two 
grades will result—the first-class grade and 
the remainder. In most cases, however, 
apples are made into three grades,the third 
being generally known as culls or cider 
apples. The methods of packing must de- 
pend very greatly upon the market wh ch 
is to be reached, upon the quality of the 
fruit, and upon the package which is to be 
used.

And in nearly all cases where 
dry feeding has given better results than a 


system including a wet mash, and the wet 
mash used was of good consistency, I think 


it will be found that the dry feeding sys- 


tem owes its apparent superiority to the 
simple fact that by it the hens got enough 
to eat. 


And that, as a matter of fact, isthe prime 


factor in successful feeding. There are 
other points to consider. Hens must have 
exercise, and there must be some variety in 
their food, but above all,if we wish good 
development and good egg production, 
there must be abundance of food. And, 
from what I have seen of results of many 
different methods of feeding, I would say 
give abundance with variety; but, if there 
isa choice between variety without abun- 
dance and abundance without variety, the 
latter is to be preferred. In abundance of 
food without variety we may get results 
and wear the fowl out quickly ; in the other 
way we are more likely to keep a fowl just 
short of profitable performance. 
SOME OF THE BEST RESULTS 


in winter egg production I have ever seen 
have been obtained from flocks which were 
not handled inthe best way. There were 
faults in the management during the winter 
which might have been avoided; but the 
poultrymen made their fowls psy better, in 
spite of these faults, than most others did 
without them, aud they did this simply by 
working on the principle of giving their 


twine suffices and that there fs no danger 
of injuring the stem of the plant. Then go 
through the rows and pull off every sucker 
—leaving, of course, the blossom stems. In 
other words, simply train the tomato vine 
to a single stem, and as need be tie it up 
close tothe stake. During the. season of 
growth three or four ties will do. I tried 
using a sharp knife to cut off the suckers 
in the belief that yanking them off by the 
fingers would injure the main stem, but 
eventually came back to the Mississippi 
method, where everything is done by the 
fingers. 

There will be strong temptation, should 
the vines get three, four or five days start, 
and one of the suckers or branches becomes 
almost as big as the main stem, to let it 
grow in the belief that it will injure the 
vine to remove it, but such mistakes should 
be ruthlessly remedied. “nce well started 
the tomato is one of ths {}~ughest and stur- 
diest growing vegetab:co—a horse can step 
on one without much damaging it—and 
there need be no fear abont tearing out 
even the large suckers which have devel- 
oped four or five leaves, and even incipient 
blossom clusters. However, it is, of course, 
better to keep the vines pruned down 
closer. 

The result will be that the vine will 
grow up to she top of the stake, stocky and 
strong. The single leaves will develop 
hugely, and a great amount of moisture 
and sustenance which the roots collect, in-

Repeat first and second rows, then repeat 
the first row once more. 

8th row—Piain. 

9th row—Parl. 

10th row—Plain. 

Repeat from first row until the pattern 
has been knitted 11 times, then divide for 
the shoulders. Knit the first 21 stitches in 
pattern, and run them on the extra needle. 
Knit and bind the next 21 stitches, and 
upon the remaining 21 stitches knit. 16 
rows in pattern for the shoulder. At 
the inner end of the needle now cast on 18 


stitches, making 39 stitches in all for the) 


front. Knit in pattern until the front is as 
long as the back, always knitting plain the 
6 stitches toward the front. Bind off. 


With the stitches on the extra needle 


knit the second front, for which the direo- 
tions for the first front may be followed. 





In the front, however, battonholes &re | goes 


worked in the plain stripe down the cen- 
tre. They are worked as follows: In the 
second row of the front (worked towards 
the centre) knit to within 4 stitches of the 
edge. Knit and bind the next. 2 stitches, 
then knit the final 2. 
3d row—Two plain, cast on 2, and finish 
asusual. A buttonhole is worked in every 
18th and 19th row down the front. 
The sleeves are begun at the bottom 
without cuffs. 
Cast on 69 stitches and knit in pattern 
for 6 inches. Continue to knit in pattern, 
narrowing 1 stitch at each end of each row, 
until 13 stitches remain. Bind off. 
With the steel needles pick up and knit a 
row of stitches across the neck, then 2 
plain, purl 3 alternately for 1 inch. Bind 
off. 
Sew up the under-arm and sleeve seams, 
and arrange the sleeves in the armholes, 
with the seam of the sleeve meeting the 
uoder-arm seam.

1. Reduce fat by improving the general 
health, exercise the muscular tissues of the 
body rather than change to a radical diet. 

2. Strengthen the muscular tissues by 
increasing the nitrogenous foods. 

3. Keep the blood in good normal condi- 
tion by cutting from the diet all sweets, 
severe acids, bulk foods, wines, alcoholic 
and malt liquors. 

4. Use sufficient pure cool water to give 
free action to the skin and kidneys. 

5. Eat sufficient food, but only twice a 
day.

Don’t Cut Your Sleep Short. 


The papers read in the physiological sec- 
tion of the British Association of the Ad- 
vancement of Scienve discussing sleep and 
rest were all opposed tothe old idea that 
mankind should be content with short 
slumber. The Dake of Wellington’s dictum 
of six hours for a man, seven for a woman 
and eight for a fool went by the board. 
Francis Dyke Acland urged the necessity 
for plenty of sleep for the young as necss- 
sary to their bodily and mental develop- 
ment. He said that most of a boy’s growth 
was done in bed. He quoted a letter from 
the head master of a large school, where 
the breakfast hour had been changed from 
seven to eight o’clock, as saying that the 
whole school was brighter and doing better 
work, 

Dr. Gotch said that the healthiest sleep 
was dreamless,. He mentioned Lord Kitch 
ener’s faculty of being able to go into 
dreamless sleep at any moment. 

Professor Lewis said that the normal 
sleep of a laboring man during the first 
half hour was very deep, and then grew 
shallower. 

Profeasor Meyers related his own expe 
rience with a German doctor.

When this remark is 
made from the auctioneer’s stand one should 
always be on his guard and see that the 
animal is young enough to be unbroken. It 
is not generally from fear, but from stub- 
bornness or from a determipation to have 


his own way that he will not work. He is 
a very dangerous animal if he rears and 
plunges, as he may fall over backward or 
plange forward sidewise, sometimes throw- 
ing himself down. Animals that stand per- 
sistently, even with the fearful beating or 
whipping that is sometimes given, are the 
least dangerous. The balky horse should 
not be purchased at any price. 
There are some horses that are so vicious 
and so dangerous that one should use the 
utmost care and caution in going about 
them. If they be ticklish or shy they are 
notas bad as those that bite orkick. If 
they cannot succeed in kicking or biting, 
they may strike with their front feet or 
attempt to squeeze one against the sides of 
the wall. While being groomed they may 
bite the halter strap. Some try to lie 
down, strike, and in many ways show their 
dislike of being curried. 
Some horses may be perfectly tractable 
when being handled, but when approached 
with harness or saddle they begin to rear, 
plunge, kick, squeeze or bite. Others refuse 
to take the bit even after they are har- 
nessed. Some will try to swell themselves 
up when the girth is fastened; others will 
object to the placing of the crupper. Again 
we find horses that will object to being 
placed in shafts or being mounted. 
The feet should receive special attention, 
not altogether from the disease point of 
view, but they should be taken up, one 
after the other, in order to be sure that 
they will permit shoeing without difficulty 
or danger to the smith. A horse. that 
makes it necessary to be placed in stocks or 
uit to bethrown each time shoes are placed, is 
ipl a very great annoyance.
